BRITISH COLUMBIA MINES. 


Rossland, B. C., October 81.—The ore 
shipments from the Rossland mines for 
the week ending October 29th broke all 
records. The total was 4,415 tons: for 
the same week last year the shipments 
were 1,425 tons. Theshipments during 
the past week were divided as follows: 
Le Roi 3,475 tons, Iron Mask 40, War 
Eagle 900; total shipments from Ross- 
land camp since January Ist, 1898, 91,- 
528 tons. Sixteen feet of ore, assays of 
which having given 8300 to the ton, has 
heen encountered in the lowest tunnel 
of the republic mine. This is 1,400 feet 
deep, and justifies the belief that the 
mine will proye a very rich one. The 
owners are Spokane, Butte and Ross- 
land people. who formerly owned War 
hagle. 


Will Great Britain and France 
Fight? — Ominous War 
Clouds Gathering in Both 
Countries. 


Not since the days of the Crimea 
has a more enthusiastic war feeling 
been aroused throughout Great Bri- 
tain than the recent attempt of 
France to reap a gain in the Soudan 
country at the expense of the British 
victories in the late Egyptian cam- 
paign. The British occupation of 
Egypt has been a sore spot in the 
anatomy. of both France and Russia 
for some years, and both are sup- 
posed to. be combining to bring 
proud Albion to their feet. That 
English statesmen are alive to the 
situation is evidenced by the pre- 
parations being made at every Bri- 
tish military and nayal station 
throughout the world. Whenever 
or wherever the blow falls, we may 
rest assured the Lion will be ready 
for the fray. The following is an 
instance of Britain's preparedness : 


Halifax, N. S., November 1.— 
Last night orders were received by 
Admiral Sir John Fisher, Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the British North 
American squadron, instructing 
him to have all his ships supplied 
with an extra quantity of shot and 
shell, and additional arms. 

Early this morning detachments 
from the war vessels were hurried 
ashore, a score of horses and teams 
were engaged, and the work of re- 
moving powder and ammunition to 
the distributing sheds begun. 

No such activity was ever dis- 
played in Halifax in naval circles 
since the Trent affair. The teams 
were loaded ffom the magazines in 
quick succession, and immediately 
after the work of distributing it 
among the war vessels began. 
Hundreds ot sailors and marines 
were employed. Small arms of all 
kinds were taken from the arsenals 
to the yessels. 

It is expected by night that eyery 
ship will have its full complement 
and will be ready to advance upon 
the foe if required at a moment's 
notice. 

Not for years have such stirring 
scenes been witnessed in naval and 
military circles. The naval and 
military have got their orders and 
Halifax, like all other British sta- 
tions, will be prepared in case of 
trouble. 


BRITAIN'S PREPAREDNESS. 


From al) quarters come reports of 
British preparations. Wherever a 
British warship is stationed secret 
orders have been received which 
have caused a stir of activity. Of- 
ficers and sailors on leave have 
been summoned to their. posts, and 
reserves have been notified. Forti- 
fications are being strengthened 
and additional stores of coal purch. 
ased. And,according to despatches, 
even the volunteers are to be mob- 
ilized and military camps estab- 
lished at important railway centres. 
This does not necessarily mean that 
war is about to be declared. It 
does, however, mean that Britain is 
not to be caught napping. This is 
the only eyident thing about the 
whole situation. Only the few who 
are in the secrets of the respective 
Cabinets know exactly the position 
of affairs. For those on the outside 


the facts that transpire one day 
seem to have a peacefal significance 
while those on the next are most 
ominous. Yet on the latter the Cab- 
inets may be more hopeful than on 
the former and more nearly in 
agreement. But above all ramours 
and opinions stands the great fact 
of the British preparations’ The 
British Cabinet has ordered these 
preparations. It has not been the 
general public, but the few men 
with full knowledge who have 
taken this step. On this account 
these preparations are more worthy 
of consideration than any other 
facts that have reach d the public. 
While, as we have said, it is not 
necessary to infer that war is to be 
immediately declared, there is no 
doubt that war is still a possible 
outcome. A’ readiness to strike a 
sharp and crushing blow directly 
the occasion arises is one object of 
the preparations. Another object 
is to give a lesson to the European 
powers. The impression has got 
abroad that Britain will not fight, 
France, Russia, and even Germany, 
have st egg upon this to press 
indefensible claims. Britain does 
not want -to fight. Her interests 
are primarily commercial. But to 
preserve these from unjustifiable 
encroachments she must let it be 
known, before it is too late, that she 
is both ready and willing to fight. 
The British Cabinet has seized this 
opportunity to make clear to all 
concerned that she has “got the 
ships, and got the men, and got the 
money, too,” and that they are all 
ready to be used without an hour's 
delay. Just as the flying squadron 
in 1895 caused a change.in the at- 
titude of Germany, and perceptibly 
raised the prestige of Britain in the 
eyes of the world, so, toa far 
greater extent, will these—mobiliz- 
ings and musterings of 1898 affect 
the powers that are plotting against 
her. The British Cabinet is prepar- 
ing to crush France if necessary, 
and in any event to teach Europe a 
salutary lesson.

Just previous to the assassination of 
the Empress of Austria the emperor 
was heard repeatedly to remark, “I 
fear something awfal ia about to trans 
pire.

‘This brings to mind other 
insatnces of forecasts fulfilled, says 
the London Mail. 

Just over thirty years ago « visitor 
to Edinburgh was being shown, over 
the High Court of Justiciary. He 
made some remark concerning the dock 
and ite duties, and in reply the official 
jokingly said the visitor might one 
day be sentenced to be hanged in that 
very room. The sighteeer wae the no 
torious Dr. Pritchard; two years had 
barely passed when in the dock he had 
« closely inspected he was doomed to 
death for poisoning his wife and moth- 
@r-in-law. 

To many watchers of the political 
weathercock the rapid rise of Mr. 
Asquith to renown aa @ statesman was 
little short of miraculous; to the late 
home secretary himself, however, it 
was but the natural outcome of his 
own resolve. When a youth at the 
city of London school he informed all 
and sundry: that he meant to take high 
honors at Oxford, enter the house of 
commons, and become an influential 
member of the cabinet. 

The Earl of Rosebery, so it is histor- 
ically recorded, while passing bis boy- 
ish yearsat Eton, foretold that in the 
coming years he would win the Der- 
by, and more important still, be prime 
minister. Both Lord Rosebery and 
Mr. Asquith prophesied the thicge 
whereof they knew. 

A gentleman conceived the ities that 
he would only live acertain time, so 
he made a nice caloulation of his for- 


a the same period as he guessed 
ife would extend to. 

Strangely enough his calculations 
came correot to the letter, for he died 
punctually at the time he had prev- 
iously reckoned; he had so far ex- 
hausted his estate that, after his 
debts had been discharged, a solitary 
pair of slippers represented the entire 
property he left.

The estimates of prodestion gives 
in the tables compl #” by the Uated 
States Department of Agricaiture 
make fhe wheat crop of the world for 
188 the largest on record, although 
this is somewhat offest by. the amall. 
meas of the reserve stocks. Offiebal - 
figures on area show an increase of 
689,172 acres in France, of 216,688 te 
the United Kingdom, 163,900 in Oe 
tario, Canada, and 147,890 in Manitoba, 
in areas under wheat. 

The Hungarian Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and the several commercial auth. 
orities have issued their estimates of 
the world's wheat crope of 1808. The 
Beerbohm entimate is equivalent to %- 
640,090,000 bushels of sixty pounds, ta 
the grand total varying but little from 
the Hungarian official estimate. The 
wheat crop of India for 1808, as officl. 
ally reported, amounted to 043,901,000 
bushels, that of 1897 to 182,667,489 bash- 
els, while the annual average for the 
previous five years was 926,446,080

The warm 
condition of the fruit caused in that 
way makes it ripen still faster. 

It is desirable that the surface of | 
the apples should be bright, dry and | 
firm when they are removed from the | 
steamship. Ventilation by cool, fresh | 
air will ensure that. 

In view of the foregoing it is high- 
ly desirable that apple-growers and ap- 
ple-shippers should put all apples in 
ventilated packages. If barrels are 
used, special provision should be made 
for ventilation. Two or three small 


holes, about three-quarters of an inch | past 


in diameter, should be bored through 
both sides of the barrel, or through 
the staves around the barrel, about 
three inches from the enda. 

To meet the requirements of the 


markets of Great Britain, Canadian 
manufacturers have been of late’ years 
making cheese of rather softer quality. 
{f such cheese( are cured, stored or 
carried’ in the steamship at a warm 
temperature, anything over 65 degrees, 
a heated flavor is produced that re- 
duces their value very much. In 
many casesthe home make of English 
and Scotch cheese is displacing the 
Canadian because of the milder flav- 
or which it possesses. That is due 
almost entirely to the lower tempera- 
ture at which the cheese are cured, and 
to the fact that they escape the heat- 
ing above 65 degrees in the carriage 
to market. When even one lot of the 
cheese is landed with the butter-fat 
oozing from the sides of the boxes, and 
in a heated and softened condition, it 
has a very depressing influence on the 
markets. Buyers hold off for bar- 
gains. The general market is injured 
& hundredfold more than the amount 
of any reclamation which may be paid 
by the carriers for delivery in a heated 
or damaged condition. © 

If every ‘tween-decks or hold of a 
steamship in which cheese is carried 
be thoroughly ventilated by a cur- 
rent of fresh, cool air, the cheese will 
be landed in a much better condition 
as to quality and flavor, and with a 
very much better surface appearance. 

Eggs may be carried safely in cold 
storage # far as the quality is con- 
cerned. Receivers in Great Britain 
sometimes object toeggs coming from 
cold storage in the steamships, be- 
cause they are so cold that they cause 
a condensation from the warm, moist 
atmosphere to settle on their shells. 
That gives them a wet and darkened 
appearance, which reduces their value. 
The carriage of Canadian eggs in 
thoroughly well-ventilated spaces in 
the steamships would let them be de- 
livered in Great Britain with a fine 
appearance of shell, which would gain 
for them a still better place in the 
markets. 

The interests of the owners of 
steamships are closely identified with 
every effort made to cause the products 
they carry to be landed in the very 
pink of good condition. 
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HIS WONDERFUL SKULL. 
@n lt Perram Gigas Blasts a Beck With 
tynamile. 

The most wonderful skull in the 
world is that possessed by aman who 
calls himself Ferrum Gigas, and is now 
exhibiting in America, On it a rock 
weighing over one hundred pounds 
can be blasted to bits with dynamite. 
Gigas begins his performance with 
three exhibitions that lead you up by 
degrees to the climax or rock blast- 
ing. He first bends an iron bar one 


and aquarter inches in diameter on 
his naked skull. When Gigas does this 
a surprising phenomenon is noticed by | 
anyone who happens to stand at his 
side, The bone bends and forms a sort | 
of groove or furrow in the top of | 
the head.

| BOOMING. 


Madoc Mines again Rushing 
Work. 


Iron mining has taken a boom 
forward in Madoc during the past 
few months, and regular shipments 
are being made from this station al- 
most daily to the Hamilton Smelt- 
ing works. In August last a Hem- 
atite mine was opened on the Welsh 
farm, within a couple of miles of 
Madoc village, and already over 
8000 tons of ore bas been mined 
and shipped. At present a good 
staff of men are employed, and six 
teams are engaged hauling the ore 
from the mines to Madoc station, 
each load carrying two tons and 
making four trips per day. Mr. 
Jobn Badgley, a practical man, 
has the contract for taking out the 
ore, and has charge of the mine, 
and be is of the opinion that a large 
bed of the ore has been struck. Mr. 
A. W. Coe, owns the mine. About 
a quarter of a mile from this is an- 
other new mine opened a few 
months ago, on the St. Charles farm, 
also owned by Mr. Coe. This is 
magnetic, and of a fine quality. 
Shipments are also being made 
daily as from the Welsh mine. 
Messrs. Phillips and Gunn, both 
practical and experienced men, 
have charge of the mine and the 
contract tor taking out the ore. 
Both mines will be operated more 
extensively than ever during the 
winter, when hauling the ore will 
be easier.

The British Empire. 
ELOQUENT SPEECH BY HON. GEORGE E. 
POSTER AT THE OTTAWA FAREWELL 


BANQUET TO THE GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL. 


Ottawa, November 3.—-There has 
been much comment upon, and 
much praise for, the eloquent 
speech of the Hon. Geo. E. Foster at 
the citizens’ farewell banquet to 
Lord and Lady Aberdeen on Tues- 
day night. Mr. Foster spoke for 
only a few minutes, but in these 
few minutes managed to crowd one 
of the best and most effective 
speeches be had ever delivered. 
After referring in graceful and 
courteous terms to the five years’ 
sojourn in Canada of Lord and Lady 
Aberdeen, and bearing testimony 
to the good work done by them, he 
turned his attention to the affairs of 
the Empire, and in concluding a 
very brilliant speech, said : 


**Tt has been often said, not so often 
now as some years. ago, that Britain 
was growing decrepit and infirm, and 
that her power was waning, and that 
the time was rapidly approaching when 
Macauley's New Zealander should take 
his seat on London bridge and saryey 
the ruins of an Empire greater than 
Rome had ever been. I deny the as- 
sumption and I protest with all my 
heart against the inference. The ex- 
pansive, the assimilatiye, the cohesive 
power of Britain is neither dead nor 
stagnant, The plastic crust from 
which in centuries past has burst forth 
that splendid energy that has ever and 
anon vivified the world has not stiffened 
toadamant. (Applause.) The typical 
vigour, the eruptive enterprise, the 
st overfiow of the higher life and 
potency are there still, and the march 
of Empireiseverforward, (Applause.) 
To-day her drum beat sounds on the 
far distant Pamirs, we hear the boom 
of her ns and see the flash of her 
steel in the rock passes of the Afridis. 
Her banners gleam at Hong Kong and 
Wei-Hai-Wei, and her flag floats over 
the vast insular continents of the South- 
ern Pacific. In the whilom Dark Con- 
tinent bugle calls .to bugle from Bula- 
wayo in the south to Omdurman in the 
north, and imperial omg Song sentinel 
the Nile an Niger, while her cannon at 
Halifax and cannon at Esquimault, 
backed by 65,000,000 loyal subjects, 
stand guard and sponsor for the fore- 
most and best of her possessions. (Tre- 
mendous applause.) Who dares to say 
that the Imperial eye is dimmed, the 
Imperial heart numbed, or that the ir- 
resistible might of her strong right arm 
is shattered? Rather do we affirm 
that the insular has become world- 
wide, that the merely national has 
broadened into the truly Imperial, and 
that the-sphere of Britain’s influence 
and the grandeur of her power are im- 
measurably adyanced. . (Applause.) 
Mr. Chairman, the proud citizens of 
Ottawa, the metroplis of so important 

art of so imperial a realm, thank His 

ixcellency for his kind sentiments and 

cordially unite in bidding him *‘ Fare- 
well and bon voyage.’” (Great ap- 
plause, ) 


** Clear for Action!” 


Gracefal Tribute from an American Cousin. 


The New York Telegram a tew 
days ago paid the following grace- 
ful tribute to the British fleet, on 
the news being received that the 
British squadron in China waters 
has been ordered to “clear for 
action,” in anticipation of a hostile 
demonstration from either the 
Freneth or Russian powers:— 


“ How recently the words made 
our hearts bound and pulses 
quicken! How confidently our 
officers and sailors obeyed the stern 
command! How gallantly they 
fought the ships when cleared ! 

Once more we hear the sharp in- 
junction, “Clear for action!” This 
time it comes across the sea from 
far off China. It is addressed to the 
British men-of-war at Wei-Hai-Wei. 
It may be preliminary to the out- 
break of a conflict compared with 
which our recent difficulty with 
Spain would seem to have been a 
mere scrimmage. 

We cannot forget that when we 
cleared for action off Manila and 
Santiago the eyes of the world were 
upon Admirals Dewey and Samp- 
son. But no eyes spoke such sym- 
pathy and encouragement as those 
of our British cousins. , 

So, as Admiral Seymour's ships

Cartes Metheds of Handling the Matis - 
Peer Fleece te Send Letters. . 

A foreigner in Spain sees many irre. 
gulsrities, expecially in the poat-of. 
fices. In Potes, a village of twelve 
hendred inhabitants, in northern 
Spain, the postmaster wasan old man 
whowas usually found asleep, and re 
sented being stirred up to deliver a 
letter. In the larger post-offices the 
height of confuasion is reached, because 
letters are put into pigeon holea, 
alphabetically arranged, according to 
the fancy of the postmaster. 

“Mr. John Smith,’ says Doctor 
Gadow in his ‘Northern Spain,” “will 
on enquiry, probably be told there is

| safely imiged under J.. the postmaster 
jhaving mistaken Smith for an addi-

| E, and, unless the postmaster is ami- 
cably inclined, your letter has a good 
chance of remaining there until the 
quarterly or annual clearance, when 
it may be returned through the dead 
letter office. I say ‘may,’ because such 
lelters are considered troublesome, 
and have a knack of disappearing.”

THE CURSE OF ITALY. 


| Once Every Twe Hours the Stiletto Clatms 
Kia Vietten, 
| Throughout the kingdom of Italy an 
Italian kills an Italian every two 
hours during. the entire year by 
means of the knife. Such are the 
official statistics which were to-day 
placed before me by Baron -Garofalo, 
vice-president and leading spirit of 
the association which, under the presi- 
dency of Queen Marguerite and the 
patronage of King Humbert, has been 
formed to put down homicide by de- 
priving it of its all too convenient 
and all too universal weapon, the ac- 
cursed knife. 

During the 365 days of the year 1897 
there were placed on record 5,380 homi- 
cides by means of the knife, a total 
besides which the list of killed in the 
sanguinary battle of Custozgza, and 
even in the holocaust of Abba Carima 
in Abyssinia, sinks into  insignific- 
ance. Italy is, im fact, engaged in a 
personal war with herself, which costs 
her on an average 5,000 lives annual- 
ly. 

The league or association, which has 
just been formed under these royal 
auspices has very rightly and clever- 
ly placed itself in . communication 
with the various labor unions and 
trade associations, and among the’ first 
of the labor associations to take up 
the matter with enthusiasm and with 
vigor has been the Union of Associat- 
ed Printers, which includes some of 
the most public-spirited and energetic 
of the workingmen of Rome.

FRENCH LAW. 


Owing to a low and declining birth 
rate, which has reached a point where 
it means an actual loss of some 20,- 
000 of population a year, France has 
resolved to take care of what babies 
she bas. A law has therefore beep 
passed forbidding anyone to give solid 
food of any kind to infants under one 
year without the written authority- 
of a qualified physician. Also the use 
of long rubber tubes to feeding bottles 
is prohibited, because of the difficulty 
of keeping them sterilized. Since 1891 
the deaths in France have exceeded the 
births, and as there is no hope of in- 
creasing the proportion of births, which 
is now 22 to each 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, the only hope is in preserving 
the lives of as many children as pos 
sible. The health authorities exer-

A Pectish @verdeing of ‘the Healthful Ex- 


errise May Lead to Grave Consequences. 


Like every other good thing in this 
mixed world, the bicycle hag its draw- 
backs. Some of these, \he nervous and 
heart troubles, caused by excessive 
wheeling, have “already been discussed. 
Other injurious consequences of a fool- 
ish overdoing of this health-giving ex- 
ercise are apinal troubles, kidney dis- 
ease, and hemorrhage from the lungs. 

Still another sequel to the abuse of 
the wheel, one which ie temporarily 
painful and disabling, and which may 
even have very grave consequences, is 
inflammation of the veins of the, leg. 

All these serious troubles are so much 
the more deplorable as they are al- 
most always avoidable by the exercise 
of a little prudence on the part of the 
oyclist, or of a watchful oversight on 
the part, of the parents of the child 
rider. But in addition to these there 
are other and more common accidents, 
which may happen to even the most 
cautions of wheelmen, but which for- 
tunately seldom lead to grave conse- 
quences. . 

We hear frequently of the “ bicycle 
nose,” the “bicycle eye,’ and the “bi- 
cycle sore throat.” These are all mild 
forms of inflammation—very similar in 
their symptoms and discomfort to an 
ordinary “cold "which follow the ir- 
titation caused by the dust of the 
Sireets and roade and the many mic- 
robes which it contains.

The emigrant bark John sailed from 
Plymouth on the evening of May 3, 
1855, bound for Quebeo. She had on 
beard a crew of 19 and 258 passengers, 
among whom were 149 adults, 98 child- 
ren and 10 infants. Ghe sailed at 4 
p.m., on the top of the ebb tide, with 
a favorable wind off the land. 

About 9.30 they made the Falmouth 
light, the Captain himself pointing it 
out to one of the passengers on deck. 
Just at this time the second mate was 
trying to sight the Lizard light, and 
he asked some of the passengers if 
they could not see the reflection in the 
aky? They replied that they could not, 
when the Captain said he could not 
either; but they woukd see it fast 
enough when they got there. It was 
the second mate’s watch, and the Cap- 
tain shortly afterward went below. 

About 10 o'clock the mate came on 
the poop and asked the passengers if 
they had seen the Captain, and on be- 
ing asked what he wanted the Captain 
for, said he thought they were a good 
deal too near land. 

Shortly after this the Captain came 
on deck, and what the mate sald was 
reported to him. The Oaptain pooh- 
poohed the report. Soon afterward 
some one forward sung out “Rooks,” 
and almost immediately the vessel 
struck with violence, so much so that 
she jumped over the rock, and then 
struck with still greater force on rocks 
further in. 

The Captain was then heard to call 
out, “Run her aground.” The ves- 
sel had all sail on her with great way, 
as she was going eight or nine knots 
when the accident happened, and 
though run aground the sea washed 
her off again and she ran down the 
coast for some distance. 

An attempt was then made to bring 
her up by letting go the anchor, when 
ashe grounded heavily broadside on.

(three on deck and jone over the side;)

THK ROOF OF A NEW DETROIT 
THEATRE FALLS IN. 
ee oe 
Fifteen Lives Sacrificed—Three Bandred 

Workmen tn Various Parts of the Bulla.

A despatch from Detroit Mich., says: 
~The five-storey Wonderland the:tre 
building is practictly im ruins and 15 or 
more lives have been sacrificed by an 
appalling accident which occurred 
therein on Saturday afternoon.

lated the Lord Mayor toasted the 
Queen, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, ands the Royal Family,to which 
the Duke of Cambridge responded. 

BRILLIANT AND BENEFICENT 
CAMPAIGN. 


Lord Rosebery toasted the army and 
navy, paying a glowing tribuve to Lord 
Kitchener and his gallant comrades, | 
and to Lord Cromer and the Egyptian | 
and Soudanese forces, “whose brilliant 
campaign, just closed, is the most con- 
sumimate in the annals of British mili- 
tary history for eighty years, and far 
more beneficent and extended in its 
results than perhaps. any  record- 
ed in history.” The campaigao, said 
Lord Rosebery, had wiped out the | 
“bloodiest and most barbarous tyranny | 
in the history of mankind.” He con- 
cluded by expressing the opinion that 
Great Britain had a right to expect 
from the nations whose territory bor- 
dered on the dervish territory, not ill- 
feeling and jealousy, but the fullest 
measure of gratitude. 

CHEERED ALL WAR ALLUSIONS. 

Admiral Sir Nowell Salmon, firstjand 
principal naval aide-de-camp, to the 
Queen, responded, for the navy, 
and the Seoretary of State for 
War. Lord Lansdowne, for the army. 
There was a feeling of expectancy 
throughout the speeches, and every- 
thing that could be construed as an 
allusion to war was jumped at by the 
assembly with prolonged cheers. When 
Sir Nowell Salmon alluded to the “pre- 
paredness of the navy,” and Lord Lans- 
downe to the “readiness of the army,” 
there were prolonged outbursts of ap- 
plause, 

LORD SALISBURY'S STATEMENT. 

The assembly greeted the rising of 
the Marquis of Salisbury to toast the 
Sirdar with nervous silence, as it had 
been whispered that he had an import- 
ant and grave statement to make. His 
statement was important, but it was 
paciife, as he announced a settlement 
of the chief difficulty with France. 
The Premier said in part :-— 

“No one can wonder at the vast en- 
thusiasm by which the career of this 
great soldier has been received, especi- 
ally when we consider the strange dra- 
matic interest of the circumstances 
and conditions amid which his laurels 
were won by the Sirdar.

Airships have mot yet been invented 
yet it is possible to sall for a day and 
a night in afairly cemfortable steam- 
bovt at a height of over two miles above 
the sea.

Egypt the Possession of Britain in Five Years. 


Kingston, Nov. 14. —- Rey. Dr. 
Evans, who has spent many years 
in Egypt, and is now here arrang- 
ing to return to the Holy Land, told 
your correspondent that he looks 
for war between Great Britain and 
France, as France has long been 
seeking to cause trouble by her 
actions in Egypt. Then he grew 
eloquent, remarking :— 

“T belieye we will have wars 
until all other empires are des- 
troyed, and the Anglo-Saxon race 
takes possession and establishes a 
universal empire. Britain must 
take hold of Egypt, because we find 
in God’s Word that Israel must re- 
turn. The Eastern question is 
working the Word of God. When 
the Union Jack is planted on Mount 
Olive, Israel will have returned, 
and the country will blossom like a 
rose. If Britain is to get Palestine, 
she must first get Egypt ; therefore, 
Britain will say to France :—‘ Get 
out of the Nile valley altogether.’ 

* France is to-day a political and 
military imbecile, and if she fights 
Britain to-day she will go down, 
never to riseagain. She may pre- 
cipitate hostilities, but I do not fear 
the result, because of the promise of 
God. The land of the pyramids 
will be in the possession of Britain 
within five years. She will turn 
down the Khedive, and say to the 
nations :—‘ This is mine by Divine 
appointment, and mine by military 
and naval achievement.’”

ENGLAND'S PRECIOUS RELIC, 


The Coronation Chair, « Part of Which 
daceb Used as Ha Pillow, 

The most precious relic in all Eng- 
land is an old Gothic chair which 
stands in the chapel of St. Edward, in 
Westminster Abbey. It ia made of black 
oak in the gothio style, and the back 
is covered with carved inscriptions, in- 
cluding the initials of many famous 
men. The feet are four lions. The 
seat is a large stone, about thirty 
inches long, by eighteen wide and 
twelve thick, and all the sovereigns 
of England for the last eight hundred 
years have sat upon it when they were 
crowned. The chair is known aa the 
Coronation chair, and the stone is 
claimed to be the same, which Jacob, 
the son of Isaac, the son of Abraham, 
used as a pillow, when he lay down 
to sleep on the atarlit plains of Judah. 

The kings of Israel were crowned 
upon this stone from the time that 


they ruled a nation—David, Saul, Solo- 
mon and the rest. 
The story goes that five hundred 


and eighty years before Christ, at the 


time of the Babylonian captivity, Cir- 
cea, daughter of Sedekiah, the last king 
of Judea, arrived in Ireland, and was 
married at Tara to Hermon, a prince 
of the Tuatha de Danan—which is said 
to be the Celtio name of the tribe of 
Den. The traditions relate that this 
princess went originally to Egypt in 
charge of the ay, Jeremiah, her 
guardian, and t lace Taphenes, in 
here, waa disoov- 
ered in 1886 by Dr. Petrie,. the arch- 
aeologist. ' 
They went hence. to Ireland, and 
from Circea and Heremon Queen Vic- 
toria traces her descent, through James 
I, who placed the lion of the tribe of 
Judah upon the British standard.

Ottawa, Nov. 8.—There is a wonder- 
full revival in the mica industry in this 
section, and mines that have been lying 
idle for many years are being opanel up, 
whilst any mine owner having a fairly 
good mine can sell his output-for the 
next three years, at the rate of $1000 per 
ton for 4x 6 mica in the rough. Col. 
Wright and Capt. Jamieson, of the 48rd 
Battalion, are re-opening the old Jamie- 
son at the Cascades on the Gatineau 
river, and Mr. Joseph Kelly, one of the 
oldest mica miners in the neighbour- 
ood, has come down from Sydenham, 
Ont., to takecharge.

dark color, thus giving the disease its) 
title of black plague in some of its 
epidemics. Im some cases it begins 
with swellings, followed by « mild fev- 
er, with possible recovery inside of t 
weeks. In its most violent form it is) 
followed by death within a few hours, 
preceded by a vomit of blood, and with- 
out the ocourrence of the characteristic 
swellings. 

Of its origin. methods of transmia 
sion and cure, little is known, It is 
believed to arise in closely crowded 
rommunities living in a moist, heated 
‘atmosphere in a condition of filth. In 
sporadic oases it is not believed to be 
transmissible. In its epidemic form it 
follows close association with the al- 
ready infected, breathing the air af- 
fected by their effinvia, and handling 
¢lothing. The disease is known to 
have been carried by rats, an epidemic 
among them having Leen followed by 
the plague among ten. This is said 
to have been the case in the recent

CAREER OF OPEN CRIME BEGAN. | 


Comparatively little is known of the 
Jameses, except a personal adventure | 
or two, from this time until 1868.

Early the spring Jesse 
James, accompaniell by “Cole” Young- | 
er, “Al” and George Shepherd sin | 
“Jim” White, dashed into Russelville, | 
Ky., and robbed the bank of $24,000 
There they first employed the tactics | 
that they ever after followed in such | 


| operations. Part/of the party enter- | 


ed the bank, while the others remained | 
outside and began a fusilade up and | 
down the street to prevent the ap-| 
proach of help. “Accomplishing ‘their | 
object, the robbers rode away, and, 
though vigorously pursued, escaped. 
Similar bank robberiea, often accom- 


‘panied by the murder of bank cash- 


iera or other officials, marked the lives 
of the James boys and their gang dur- | 
ing the ensuing year. One of their | 
more daring atrocities was committed 
at Kansas city in the autumn of 1872. 
The County Agricultural Fair was go- 
ing on, when three men were seen to 
ride up to the gate of the grounda 
They were well mounted and wore long 
linen dusters and wide-brimmed hats. 
On reaching the gate one dismounted, 
banding his bridle reins to his com- 
rades, He approached the tickets office 
and looking through the window, said 
to the cashier: “If I was to say I was 
Jease James, and told you to hand out 
that tin box of money, what would 
you say?" : > 

“I'd say I'L see you in ——~ firat, 
was the contemptuous reply. 

“Well, that’s just who I am-—Jeasse 
James—and you had better hand it 
out pretty quick, or ['ll"—and the rest 
of the sentence was finished by level- 
ling a huge navy revolver at the cash- 
ier. The box was handed out with its 
contents of $10,000. Jesse remounted, 
and the three desperadoes began firing 
their pistols, and hurriedly rode off. 
the alarm became general and almost 
immediately a pursuing party was or- 
ganized, but with no results, 

Train and stage robberies followed 
the bank robberies. In many of their 
murderous exploits members of the 
gang were killed or caught, but such 
was the terror inspired by The James’ 
that for more than ten years during 
which aprice was set on their heads 
no one was ame to earn the money 
by betraying them. 

"6 pide 1876, Jesse and Frank, 
with six confederates, made a deaper- 
ate attempt upon the bank at North- 
field, Mian. The desperadoes entered 
the town at-afurious pace, shooting 
their revolvers right and left in order 
to intimidate the people in the streets, 
and halted in front of the bank, and, 
while Frank and” Jesse James and 
“Bob,” Younger entered, the other five 
remained outside to guard against at- 
tack. J. L. Haywood, the cashier, and 
two clerks were in at Phe time, and for 
refusing to open the time lock Jease 
James kitled Heywood in wanton cruel- 
ty. In the meantime the citizens re- 
alized what was on and opened 
fire on the robbers. were almost 
instantly killed, and another received a 
bullet in bis mouth, and Frank James 
was shot through -his left . but all 
the six survivors succeeded in mount- 
ing their horses and escaping from the 
town, followed by fifty armed men.

LORD MINTO FORMALLY INSTALLED 
AT QUEBEC. 


STEED

A deapatch from Quehec yal 

Lord Minto, with Lady Minto arriv- 
ed here at two o'clock Saturday after- 
hoom by the Seotaman. He was met 
by Lord Aberdeen, Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier, and half a dozen Federal Minis- 
tera, who escorted him to the -Parlia- 
ment buildings. The Ministers took 
their seats at a table im the Legisla- 
tive Council-room, and Lord Aberdeen 
ascended the throne. 

The retiring Governor-General anid: 
“A cordial welcome is uttered to the 
new Governor-General, the Earl of 
Minto, upen his arrival here to assume 
the high duties of representing her 
Majesty the Queen in this fair and 
wide Dominion. The welcome that he is 
now receiving here in this historic city 
of Quebec ia but the forerunner and 
precursor of others throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. In 
this respect his experience will be that 
of his immediate predecessors, and of 
those whom they succeeded. He will 
meet with aloyal, law-abiding, and 
high-minded people, actuated by an 
abiding confidence in the future of this 
fair Dominion—this large and import- 
ant part of the British Empire—and 
of ita many possibilities. Again wo ex- 
tend a warm welcome to the new-Gov- 
ernor-General to Lady Minto, and to 
all their family.” 

CEREMONY OF INSTALLATION.

At asignal from Lord Aberdeen, 
Major Drummond, military srecretary 
to the Earl of Minto, advanced and 
read in a clear voice the royal com- 
mission or warrant appointing his Ex- 
cellency Governor-General of Canada, 
and bearing the signature of the Hon. 
Jo eph Chamberlain. Hon. Judge 
Sedgewick, acting Chief Justice of 
| the Supreme Court of Canada, and 
| Mr. John J. McGee, Clerk of the Privy

held open before him, one on either 
side. In his own hand the Earl held 
the copy of the Bible handed him by 
the Clerk of the Privy Council, upon 
which he sealed each of his obligations 
with his lips. Wirst he repeated the 
orth of allegiance after the acting 
Chief Justice, and then read off the 
book the oath of office, subscribing his 
name to them both, and returning the 
Bible to Mr. MoeGee. 

As the Earl of Minto turned to as- 
sume the throne, his predecessor step- 
ped down to meet, him, pausing on the 
step to congratulate himasthey pass- 
ed half way up and down, and rerpect- 
fully bowing to him from the floor as 
oon as his Excellency had assumed the

Lady Aberdeen, too, advanced witha 
most profound courtesy to the foot of 
the throne, repeating the same obeis- 
ances to the Countess of Minto, and thus 
emphasizing to all present the chang- 
ed relations that had been wrouzht be- 
tween them by the events of the last 
few minutes.

DAIRYMEN’S 
CONVENTION. 


An Important Gathering in 
Madoc Last Week. 


Our Batter and Cheese Industries Discussed 
by Experts. 


A somewhat notable gathering was 
held in Madoc last Friday—notable, at 
least, from the fact that it was the 
first of the kind ever held in this place. 
It was called a Dairymen's Convention, 
and was originated by Measra. Connor 
& Richardson, hardware merchants, of 
Madoc, who haye a large business con- 
nection with mostly all the dairying 
industries in this part of the country. 
This enterprising firm, at their own 
expenses, arranged for a visit from D. 
Derbyshire, Exq., of Brockville. well 
known as one of the most expert, pro- 
gressive and successful dairymen in 
the Dominion, and at the same time 
they secured the presence of Prof, Hart, 
of the Schoo! of Dairying, Kingston, Mr. 
Mitchell, of Ottawa, an expert on the 
subject of cold storage, etc., and Mr, 
James Whitton, of Wellman's Corners, 
who has in successful operation one of 
the best creameries in Ontario. With 
this combination of experts in the 
dairying business, Messrs. Connor & 


| Richardson advertised a Convention of 


Cheesemakers and invited the presence 
of all people interested in the dairying 
industry the whole country round, 
Considering the very unfavourable 
weather the attendance was good, but 
it is to be regretted that many more 
were not present to listen and learn 
from the admirable addresses giyen by 
the above named gentlemen. 


The meeting opened inthe Town Hall 
at 2.80 o'clock, by the appointing of A. 
F. Wood, Esq,, to the chair. Mr. 
Wood in a few well-chosen remarks re- 
ferred to the interest he had always 
taken. in matters agricultural and 
dairying, and stated that during his oc- 
cupancy of a seat in the Provincial 
Legislature he had endeavored to aid in 
every way he could these two important 
branches of our national dependance. 
then introduced the sphaker :~ 


THE CURING ROOM. * 


Mr. Mircneu., gave a clear and 
convincing address, showing the needs 
of having good curing rooms for cheese. 
We have a reputation at stake, said he, 
which is that Canada holds the first 
place in the world for chesse, and we 
must must take care and maintain that 
reputation. It was true, however, that 
we were suffering from losses in cheese 
for which there was no need. This 
was owing tothe flayor of the cheese and 
it not being up to the market stanfard. 
What we require was to make a change 
in the curing rooms and in the care of 
the cheese. We must give the 
chesemaker good rooms in which 
he will be able to keep a first-class tem- 
perature, and then if farther proper 
care of the cheese is taken by the buyers 
in shipping, we will haye no more 
trouble in the market. Our aim should 
be to make a better class of cheese 
every year. and this could only be done 
by the strictest attention both to mak- 
ing and the caring of the cheese after it 
was made... Much of our cheese was 
spoiled by bad curing and caring from 
the period of making it. Cheesemakers 
should be particular that no milk that 
was in any degree tainted should be al- 
lowed to come in his factory. In the 
curing of the cheese the first principle 
is pure air, then light, also regular 
humidity which should be about 8) or 
85 degrees, not more than 85 nor lower 
than 65. The temperature should not 
be under 60 or above 70 degrees. Proper 
heati was very important. Mr. 
Mitchell then enumerated the essentials 
of « good curing room, which are, 
briefly, walls and ceilings ventilated 
and insulated in such a wav as to hold 
the temperature about evenly ; win- 
dows arra to properly licht but 
not allow the sun to shine in ; a pipe or 
duct laid in the floor of the room from 
the outside, and arranged with open- 
ings to allow the passage of air for coo!- 
ing the room, and ice racks put in for 
extremely warm weather. it was 
necessary also to have a good way of} 
heating the room, recommended a coal 
stove with a jacket around it, so that 
the warm air would penetrate to al! 
parts of the room evenly, The cost of 
these improvements. he pointed out, 
would not exceed . and- in the 
making of 1060 cheese in the three criti- 
cal months of the year an increase of 
a} of a cent in value would more than 

; for itall. Cheese were often ship- 
pad to0 soon, and many had suffered 
oss in the past by rting a poor 
article, but with properly built curing 
rooms this could be ayoided in the

CARE OF THE MILK. 


Prof. Hart, of the Kingston Dairy) 
School. next spoke on the Care of the 
Milk. He wave a scientific analyzation 
of the properties composing milk, and

showed how important it is that every- 
thing connected with it should be kept 
clean, especially in the warm weather. 
He explained very lacidly the effect of 
impure germs upon the milk, and said 
that to keep these germa out of milk all 
vessels must be kept clean, the cow 
should be well brushed, and the milker 
himself should be clean. If we could 
heat the milk and bottle it up it would 
be all right, but as we cannot do this 
we must strain it very carefully, air it 
well, and then cool it thoroughly, if not 
the milk will have ‘a disagreeable odor. 
No food should be fed that will produce 
any kind of flavor in the milk. The 
cheese or butter maker should thor- 
oughly test all that comes to him and 
— any that is not right. 

n referring to cream he said some 
thought it necessary to pasturize the 
milk, but this was not necessary when 
the cows are allowed to run at large.and 
in winter the food should be cooked, or 
at least, give it to them as near like 
what they get it in summer as possible, 
and with plenty of good water to drink 
and a warm stable they would have no 
trouble, Milk should be gathered every 
day and delivered while it is fresh and 
sweet, as it will draw taints from its 
surroundings. He spoke of the high 
place occupied by this country in the 
production of cheese, and said we must 
strive to produce only “the best” in 
order to keep ahead of keen competitors, 
and win a still prouder position in the 
world, 

Mr, Wood, in introducing Mr. James 
Whitton, our representative at the 
Dairymen’s Association, said that after 
hearing so much about “germs” and 
the care of milk he wondered how we 
had lived so long eating so much bad 
butter in days gone by. 


CARE OF THE Cow, 


Mr. Whitton spoke on the Care of the 
Dairy Cow. The dairy business, he 
said, is one of the greatest in the world, 
and We are all proud of the high posi- 
tion this country holds in the British 
market. We now firnish 70 per cent, 
of the cheese and having succeeded in 
the cheese business we should do the 
same with butter. At present Danish 
butter was ahead of ours, but we must 
do better and come out ahead in this 
branch of the dairying industry also. 
To do this we must begin with the 
farmer, and he must keep the cow in 
good clean fool, and in-a warm, well- 
lighted and well-ventilated place. A 
well kept cow will indicate the success- 
ful farmer. While the cheese factory 
runs only six months of the year we 
must milk the cow ten months, and to 
make it pay in winter the cow must 
haye food as near that of summer as 
possible. A cow cared for in this way 
will do nearly as well in winter as in 
summer. When he saw a cow in good 
condition like this he always felt like 
throwing up his hat. But don't feed 
turnips to a milch cow. It is one of 
the greatest curses the dairyman and 
cheeseman have to contend with. Feed 
corn, cotton seed oil, meal, and ensilage 
but no turnips. Milk should be aerated 
in cold as well as warm weather. A 
farmer's chief way of money-making is 
the cow, hog, and calf, and he should 
look well to it, and make it pay. 


DAIRYING GENERALLY. 


Mr, Derbyshire said it was a pleasure 
for him to come to Madoc and address 
an audience with such a good record in 
the cheese business. He was glad to 
see Mr. Wood at this meeting, and he 
took occasion to say that while they 
had some first-class men in parliament, 
they neyer bad a better representative 
than Mr. Wood in the Local Legis- 
lature. He was always ready to vote 
for a grant to help in git rege per- 
taining to agriculture, and to render 
help in every way possible. If the 
farmers of this country want money 
they must make it, and no industry 
would help them like the dairying 
business, The speaker then traced the 
record of cheese factories in this proy- 
ince since 1870, starting with 850, when 
our cheese was the laughing stock of 
the world, and Canadians were laughed 
to scorn when they tried to compete with 
others. From 1871 to [881 there were 
379 factories ; from 1881 to 1891 the 


number had increased to 1556, and from

furnished with double windows, and 
should be built on the south side of the 
barn. He knew that from $80 to $100 
could be made from a cow, if the very 
best conditions were faithfully carved, . 
He had seen thix done, bat he noticed 
that the food was the best, the tempera- 
ture was kept even, the cows were 
milked regularly. and the same one al- 
ways milked the same cows, that par- 
ticular care was taken of the milk, in 
fact, order and regularity was the 
theme of success, an 
son the cows gave so much milk ten 
months in the year. You cannot afford 
to keep a cow that will not give suffici- 
ent milk t) make it pay. Then you 
should endeavor to have rich milk as 
wellas quantity of it, he cheesemakers 
should be careful in the handlin 
of the curd ; he had seen cheese rui 

by careless handling. We cannot af- 
ford to make poor cheese, it means a 
loas of millions of dollars if the busi- 
ness is not properly managed. We 
want less factories and more educated 
cheese and butter makere, more good 
buildings, properly built, so that the 
inside will not know anything about 
the weather outside. With the best 
quality of milk and the best know! 

of manufacturing we can control the 
market, When we started to mannu- 
facture butter only 34,000 tubs were 
exported in two years; the next year it 
went up to 157,000 tubs in 1897, and 
this year it will figure up to at least 
275,000 tubs, and we could just as well 
send 1,000,000 tubs if we could get all 
the patrons to unite, We must haye 
economical production and not have too 
many factories; no two people can 
make butter alike and we must have 
unity in the business. He described 
an ideal butter factory; advised farm- 
ers to weigh the milk of each cow, and 
weed out any that did not give enough 
milk to pay. We wanted a grade of 
butter made that buyers would buy up 
from certain factories without regard 
to price, only that they must have the 
butter. Such an article must have the 
mise of honesty on it, and in the 
world’s market we need not fear losing 
our customers. If we do well by an 
Englishman he will stand by us and 
not leave us, and in time we can build 
up an industry in the country that no 
one can take away from us. In con- 
clusion he advised farmers to raise all 
the corn and meal required for feeding, 
but not to raise turnips for this pur- 
pose. Butter was not worth within 4 
cents a pound as much when turnips 
were fed; wet a cow that would give 
6000 pounds of milk in the year, feed 
her well, and with proper care in the 
manufacturing of cheese and butter we 
will grow rich and happy. 


A general discussion followed on the 
various methods of feeding ete., and 
the use ot the Babeock tester. A vote 
of thanks, moved by Revs. Messrs. 
Bartlett and Mackay,was unanimously 
passed to the speakers and the chair- 
man,

Welbeck Abbey is of more than pase 
ing interest. The abbay is one of the 
finest of the stately homes of England. 
The eccentricities of Welbeck 
impressed upon one immediately one 
enters the park. No other house in 
England, or in the world, possesses 
euch an entrance. Instead of bowl 
ing along « broad, shady avenue, or & 
‘well-kept drive across a green park, 
you pass through a swing-gate and 
enter slong, gloomy tunnel, with 


bricked walla and roof. It is 18 feet|* 


wide, thus giving room for two car 
riages to pass, and about 15 high. It 
is lighted by large bull's-syed from 
above by day, and by gaa jets by night. 
At the time of my visit, however, 
workmen were engaged in installing 
eleertio light throughout the 
TUNNELS AND PASSAGES. 

The main tunnel is a mile anda half 
long, and passes under the long lake 
which winds through the park. 

The drive through the tunnel ie an 
uncanny experience. The gloom, rée- 
lieved every few yards by flashes of 
light from the bullseyes above, and 
the echoing clatter of the horses’ 
feet and the rumble of the carriage 
wheels carries one back to the times 
of romance, and it requires little im- 
agination to believe that one ia being 
conveyed to a dismal dungeon or tor- 
ture room. 

In due course one emerges into the 
open air and bright sunshine immedi- 
ately in front of the Abbey. 

Underground Welbeck is of three 
kinds—the broad, tunnels; small- 
er subterranean fgotwaysa connecting 
the Abbey with the outlying build- 
ings; and the famous underground 
apartments. The | park is a veritable 
rabbit warren. /The course of the 
tunnels is marked from above by the 
big bull'’eeyes of plate glass which 
illuminate them by day. Everywhere 
over the estate one meets with these 
round glass gratings, which tell of 
Be gee passages and apartments. 

The Tan Gallop, an arcade just 
short of a quarter of a mile, and cov- 
ered by 64,000 feet of glass, waa built 
by the old Duke for exercising his 
horses in bad weather. It adjoins the 
stable; about a mile from the house. 
The Duke was very fond of watching 
hia horses, and to reach the Gallop— 
the largest building of ita kind in tha 
world—constructed an underground 
passage from the Abbey. 

Descending some steps in the Gallop, 
I found myself in «a long, winding 
passage about 6 feet wide and 10 feet 
high. Like the big tunnel, thia was lit 
by bull’seyes from above, with gas- 
burners for use by night. Proceeding 
some 200 yards along this way and 
mounting some steps, I stood in the 

MAGNIFICENT RIDING SCHOOL. 
Tt is 385 feet long, 104 feet broad and 
51 feet high. The roof is of glass, and 
there are 8,000 gas burners in the 
building. Itis beanutifuilly decorated 
throughout; the stone cornice, for 
instance, cost five guineas a yard: to 
carve. 

From this building two underground 
passages run to the Abbey, 
ters of a mile awnuy.

bill of costs amounted to £1,000, and! 


from beginning to end some £7,000,000 
sterling. 

Why the Duke built these subterran- 
ean rooms and pasgages, nobody can 
definitely say. Popular rumor’ says 
he was a leper, and # built them to 
enable him to wander about without 
being seen. But people who frequent- 
ly saw the Duke distaiss the story as 
utterly false. It is certain, however, 
he lived the life of a great recluse. He 
shut his grand rooms up, and lived ia 
one or two plainly furnished apart- 
ments. He gave no entertainments 
and kept no company, though he was 
making his house «a palace. On the 
contrary, he shunned his fellow cres- 
tures.

Face. It is a very strange place, and 
| Very few persons have ever got much 
further than its reception room. An 
old French-Canadian doctor founded 
| the convent in his own house, where 
| at the same time he keeps up the prac- 
tice of medicine. The first members 
of the community were the five daugh- 
tera of a couple whom he had known 
for years. The eldest of these was, at 
the time of the inception of the inati- 
tution, not over 18. These girls lead a 
ilfe of religious rigor, in which scourges 
and chains, and coffins as beds, and 
skulls as ornaments of their cells play 
® part. Although they have a mother 
-auperior in the eldest sister, (he doctor 
is the fimal arbiter of all questions 
that pertain to the management of the 
community in which he, the sole male 
in the place, lives. Many of the good 
Catholics of Montreal have declared, 
when asked, that the institution is a 
very proper and good one, and hun- 
dreds of women go there monthly to 
have prayera repeated and to obtain 
rosaries, which the little nuns make.
